Irrigated lands aredivided into two 


classes, one, which we may designate 
as fruit land, which. In the raw state, 
always brings a Mgli price/ and the 
otber forage and crop land, which 
sells much lower. In thU article I am 
dealing with the former. However I 
want to say here, tt.at the latter class 
Is valuab'e land, and with proper care 
will yield large returns, but It has not 
the attractive features nor a» great 
prospects as the former.' It can never 
reach the high prices which the fruit 
lands begin to brin'glmmediately after 
they are planted to trees. 


I have shown no partiality In select- 


Ing the best frclt districts, but have 
taken Wenatchee, Hood River, Yakl- 
ma and Spokane Valley as examples, 
for In these districts there are better 
organizations and better results have 
been attained. There are other locali- 
ties which are sxaller and probably 
fully as good, but the above mention- 
ed districts are undoubtedly the best 
known throughout the country on ac- 
count of their age, and because their 
fruit has gained a world-wide reputa- 
tion. Fruit growers In these places 
are using the most advanced aad Im- 
proved methods, and land values are 
the highest in the West. 


These foar great districts have set 


the example, which the younger terri 
tories are bound to follow, to achieve 
success. It has not been easy to gain 
the reputation that Wetttchee, Hood 
Blver, .Taklma and Spokane Valley 
have In" the market* of the world • •. 
l'There are many different kinds' of 
fruits raised in these places, but the 


The systematic picking, packing 


and marketing of fruit leads to In- 
creased values for the products of the 
orchards, and this has caused the or- 
ganization of fruit growers' associa- 
tions, which are not only ' a ' great 
benefit to -people selling fruits, but 
also to the buyers as there Is no cut- 
ting of prices and no poor fruit ship- 
ped. Pruning, spraying and caring 
for the trees, -and picking and pack- 
ing the crops all tend to increased 
values. 
The fruit Industry nearly 


equals the lumber Industry in capital, 
and will likely lead In a few years. 


When one thinks of a five-year-old 


orchard (which means It is just com- 
ing In to bearing) selling for 13000.00 
per acre, it seems absurdly high, but 
by proper attention and cultivation, 
the land can easily be made to pay 
ten percent, net, or better, annually 
on this valuation. 3>Jany sales have 
been made this past season In these 
districts, of bearing orchards at from 
*1,500 to 13000 per acre.

Although President Taft put his

As;.It has been proposed by 
Mr. Aldrieh and O. K.ed by the Pres- 
ident It does not do anything of the 
kind. It contains this significant 
clause: '-It'sbal! be unlawful for any 
collector, deputy collector, agent 
clerk or other officer or employee of 
the United States to divulge or make 
known In any manner whatever not 
provided by law to any person any.ln- 
formation obtained by him In the dis- 
charge of his official duty or to di- 
vulge or make known"in any manner 
not .provided by law' any document 
received,' evidence Taken or" report 
made under this section, except upon 
the special • direction of • the Presi- 
dent.-'.' A fine one thousand dollars 
or imprisonment for one year or both 
Is the penalty for the violation of 
this section! There will be no In- 
formation gathered under this law 
tliat will be of any value to Hie pub- 
lic except_the President should direct 
that it be'made public. It Is all made 
dependent upon the will of the Presi- 
dent. A publicity feature tliat Is de: 
pendent upon_the will of any one man 
is of little or no value. A-publicity 
feature, to be of any value, should 
automatically make all'of the Inform- 
ation which could be of value to the 
public in the framing of legislation 
for the control of such corporations, 
public. Those who have studied the 
question carefully say that In" the 
levying and collection of taxes there 
should be no part of the machinery 
which would be sealed. Other tax 
payers siiould have the opportunity 
to know all of the facts so as to de- 
termine whether or not their valua- 
tion and assessment 1$ being made 
upon the correct basis. And they 
should not be dependent for such In- 
formation upon the will of any man 
or officer. The publicity featnre as 
prepared under the direct ion of Mr.
